liberty to declare my mind in the place of my Execucion, Therefore I haye 
briefly expreſt my ſelf in Writing as followeth. II EY 
Firſt, As 1 hope for Salvation, and Benefit by the Blood and Paſſion of 
iny Bleſſed Saviour, 1 moſt ſincerely Proteſt, that what R. Balron and L. Mowbray 
ſwore againſt me, was abſolutcly falſe ; For here in the preſence of the Ecer, 
hal God, I declare I never knew of any Conſult at Bernbow, leaſt prejudicial 
to the KiNG or Kingdom; Nor was I ever at any ſuch Confulc or meetin 
with Sir Thomas Gaſcoin,/Mr. Gaſcoin his Son, Sir Miles Stapleton, the Lady Tempeſt, 
Mr. Ingleby, or any other, where any thing was ever treated, ſpoken, ot written, 
abour killing the K1NnG, or alteration of the Government; Nor did Tevyer ſee, or

know of any Liit of Names of Perſons mention'd, and ſworn by them againſt me. 
Secondly, Upon my Salvation I declare, that T never have been in my whole 
life time Guilty, even ſo much as in Thought of any Treaſon againſt his Majeſty, 
or the Kingdom, being directly contrary to the Principles of our Faich. 
Thirdly, Thar alchough 1 have, and do declare againſt the Qath of Allegiance 
as it is worded, Yet ir-is only by reaſon of ſome Clauſes therein contained , 
not pertaining to Allegiance ; And therefore, if an Oath, _— nothing but 


Allegiance, had been legally tendred me, 1 ſhould have thought it a fin to refule it. 

Laſtly, I acknowledge my ſelf a Px1EsT, and to have about 15 years pers 
formed the Prieſtly Function ; which 1 am ſo far from denying, that 7 choughe 
it the greateſt Honour imaginable; | 

Now Dear Country-men, having made this Proteſtation in the moſt plain 
and ſerious terms [ could , without all Equivocation , or mental Reſeryation 
whatſoever ; 1 appeal co the Eternal Judge, whether all good Chriſtians oughe 
nor rather to believe what is here in this manner ſworn by me in my prelenc 
Circumſtance, than what was ſworn by my Acculers, whom notwithſtanding, 7 
beg of God Almighty ro Forgive ; As alſo the Jury, and all others, who have 
in any kind concur'd to my Death. 

Having full time allow'd him, he ſpoke much more (with a clear Voice, and (as they ſay} 
a remarkably Chearful Countenance,) to the ſame Effe@, declaring his Innocence as to any 
Plot, his Loyalty to the King, his Charity to his Neighbour, his Love and Picty to God, 
which he expreſſed in Fervent Prayers and Ejaculations : But theſe Particulars not being 


by bim committed to Writing, we muſt expe&t a more verbal account of each from thoſe 


who were aQtually preſent at his Execution. | 
Juſt as he went off the Ladder, he was diſtinQly heard to ſay theſe words, Sweet Jeſas 
Receive my Soul.
